Blind’ Babies 


This Is An Open Letter to the 
Generously Disposed. 
A few weeks ago I came across in 


the London Spectator an appeal by 
Sir Arthur Pearson, in behalf of a 
specially. helpless class of the com- 


“At Sunshine House, Chorley 
Wood, WS have 25 babies who are 
being taugétr to be little normal hu- 
man beings, so far as that is possible, 
from their earliest days until! the age 
of five, when they are transferred to 
the residential schools for the blind. 
There are enough poor blind babics 
in the Kingdom to fit! six Sunshine 
Houses, and I want inoney to enable 
me to start the other five.” 

From ih’s it would appear that in 
England there is room and need for 
six homes for blind babies and only 
one in existence. But here, in this 
favored Canada, nothing has hereto- 
fore been done in this direction, cx- 
cept a movement commenced last 
year by the late Mr. T. Hope Church- 
il, of Toronto, who,iafter collecting 
between one an! ‘wo thousand dol- 
lars, specially deposited in a local 
Lans to the credit of the fund, asked 
me to aid him in raising a suffictent 
sum to purchase .premises for the 
proposed home. Having warm /sym- 
pathy with Mr. Churchill’s praise- 
worthy enterprise, I promised to give 
him. the necessary’ assistance, but 
circumstances prevented mc under- 
taking the work until the present 
time, and meanwhile death suddenly 
remove Mr. Churchill. Now, in 
order that the money collected may 
be utilized for the purpose for which 
it was subscribed, a Charter (without 
stock subscription) is being secured 
so that the incorporated company can 
Jegally and properly lay claim to th 
money in the bank, and proceed to 
carry out the objects for which the 
Charter is sought, viz.: 

“To provide a refuge for baby and 
infant blind, to -provide free scientific 
care, training and maintenance, to

Greater Average Production 


Dairy Branch of Saskatchewan De- 
partment of Agriculture Conduct- 
ing Competition for Dairymen. 
~For the_third year if. succession, 
the Saskatchewan Dairy Association 
in conjunction with the Dairy Branch 


of the Saskatchewan Department of 
Agriculture, will again this.year con- 
duct a Greater Average Production 
Competition. Eight cash prizes, of 
the aggregate value of $175, are offer- 
ed as follows: First, $50; second, $40; 
third, $30; fourth, $20; fifth, “$15; 
sixth, $10; seventh and eighth, $5 
each, ‘ 

These are to be awarded to the 
Owners or proprietors of herds of five 
or more @aws on’ the basis of the 
average butter fat production of 
whole herds for the twelve months 
ending December 31, 1920. . To be 
eligible for a prize in this competition 
competitors must keep a_ record, 
for at least six months of the year, 
of the production of their herd in 
conformity with the rules laid down 
in the’ system in use by the Dairy 
Division, Ottawa, viz. they must 
weigh the milk of each individual cow 
three days each month for at least six 
months, and have each cow’s milk 
tested for butterfat content once each 
month, as required by the testing 
regulations. Forms for the keeping 
of records and full information re- 
garding the work are supplied free of 
charge to dairymen in any part of the 
province.

ditions ate poor. The ‘possibility 
having at considerable expense raise 
a good crop of clover, only to see it 
tuined by a spell of bad weather, h 
brought the problem of clover silage 
to the front. It ig doubtful whether 
clover as a silo crop Wwa@uld have ever 
been considered had it not been for 
this condition, singé-no one has been 
heard .to claim the superiority of 
clover to corn, éither in quantity of 
yield or in quality of silage. The 
question has rather been, ‘‘Can I safe- 
ly put clover in a Silo? Will the,sil- 
age keep? Will the cows eat it?” 
Experience has answered all of these 
questions in the affirmative. Experi- 
ence, though still limited, has also 
brought out a number of conditions 
that must be observed. The first of 
these is that the clover must be green. 
The second is that it must be tramped 
very compactly into the silo. Re- 
cently the fact was brought out that 
farmers are tending to tramp corn 
less allowing it to settle of its own 
weight. This practice will not work 
in the case of cloven ‘The third is 
that it must be fed off a trifle more 
rapidly—particularly in warm weath- 
er—than corn silage. The fourth is 
that in feeding it the feeder will have 
to depend upon it for the same quali- 
ties that he gets from corn silage, 
rather than for the high fceding value 
that is normally expected from legu- 
minous ‘crops. 

There is pienty of evidence that of 
the above conditions the first two are 
important ones. In one case part of 
a silo was filled with green clover 
from the field, just-as it was cut, and 
trampled down very hard, and part 
filled with the same clover, which was 
watered as it went into the blower, 
and also tramped hard. Of the two 
lots of silage, the man who fed it said 
that/that which was not watered was 
much superior in quality. This and 
other evidence that is available would 
lead to the following conclusions: 
That good clover silage can be made 
from green clover, if it is run through 
\ cutter and tramped down very com- 
pactly in the,silo; that in this way 
many a good crop can.be saved, and 
that the resulting clover silage is not 
very much, if any, superior to corn 
silage. For this reason it is prob- 
ably not good business to ensile the 
clover crop for any other purpose 
than to save it; and to this may be 
added a further reason for ensiling 
it which applies to the second cut- 
ting, and that is that second cutting 
clover may usually be put into the 
silo with less labor than it can be 
made into well-cured hay. 


Populations Big Drop 


Ten Nations Have 35,000,000 Less 
Than Before the War. 


Due to war influences, the ten Eur- 
opean nations engaged in the world 
war show a potential loss in popula- 
tion of thirty-five million persons 
since 1914, according to a Statistical 
search conducted by the society for 
studying social consequences of the 
war of Copenhagen. At the end of 
1913 the nations had a population of 
four hundred and one millions, and 
under normal conditions this should 
have increased by twenty-three mil- 
lions. Instead, the population has 
fallen to three hundred and eighty- 
nine millions, ¢

Moldy Silage 


Using Plenty of Water at Filling, 
Surest Way to Avoid Difficulty. 

More or less concern is regularly 
expressed by farmers over the fact 
that they find moldy spots in their 
silage. ‘Some report that the losses 
from molds in silage amount to a 
good deal. Others express the opin- 
ion that moldy silage is poisonous to 
all classes of livestock. What are 
the facts? 

There are several kinds of molds 
that appear in silage depending upon 
the conditions favoring their growth. 
The amount of mold invariably de- 
pends upon the way the silage is 
packed. Molds require air for their 
growth and if the corn is put in the 
soil when it is tod mature or too dry 
there is not enough moisture to pack 
it compactly, the air is not entirely 
excluded, hence molds grow and de- 
velop. Insufficient tramping also 
leaves air pockets which give the 
molds an opportunity to grow. 

As far as known there is no con- 
clusive evjdence to show that moldy 
silage is fatally poisonous to cattle. 
There is not much doubt but that it 
sometimes causes digestive disturb- 
antes and there are good reasons to 
believe that it is frequently fatal.to 
horses and sheep. ‘Cattle, however, 
do not seem to be seriously affected 
by it. Nevertheless, the safest pdl- 
icy ig to always discard moldy silage. 
Henry’s and Morrison’s Feeds and 
Feeding, says: “Spoiled, moldy silage 
should always be discarded, and 
special care taken to feed no such 
material to sheep or horses, which 
are much more easily affected by it 
than cattle.” 

The'use of plenty of water at silo 
filling time is one of the surest ways 
of avoiding difficulty from molds if 
the corn has been frosted or has be- 
come overripe. If one has the facili- 
ties for running a steady stream of 
water into the blower and at the same 
time is careful to see that the tramp- 
ing is thoroughly done, the loss from 
molds can be made almost negligible. 
As a matter of fact, it is possible to 
entirely prevent the growth of molds 
if the corn is cut at the proper time 
and thoroughly” distributed and 
tramped in an air-tight silo. What 
air remains after this is done is used 
up in the fermentation processes 
which begin as soon as tha corn is 
ensiled—the oxygen being converted 
into carbonic acid gas and silage 
acid. 

Those who have not afready built 
silas should not be alarmed at the 
reports they may hear concerning 
moldy silage. Silage molds should 
be considered as something that can 
be prevented.

Seventy-five Per Cent. of Total En- 
rolment in Saskatchewan is in the 
Country. 

In Saskatchewan about seventy-five 
per cent. of the total school enrol- 
tient is found in the village and rural 
schools, In addition, all the town 
schools contain a large rural element 
while our cities are not yet sufficient- 


ly large to be entirely removed from 
the influence of the rural environ- 
ment. This predominance of our 
rural schoo! population has been kept 
in view when framing the various 
courses of the elementary curriculum. 

Agriculture is a subject of study for 
Grades VII. and VIII. While it 
treats every phase of this important 
industry it is developed from the na- 
ture study point of view rather than 
as a science subject, the course being 
designed to be the crown or top stone 
of fhe nature study work of the pre- 
vious grades. This method of treat- 
ment is advocated so as to keen the 
work definitely related to the environ- 
ment of the pupil, and to permit of 
such modification of subject matter 
as will best mect local requirements. 

The practical working out’ of the 
course seems ‘to indicate that the 
present method is quite satisfactory. 
Gardening and poultry hold the chief 
place of interest in many larger cen- 
tres without in any way preventing 
the development of a full course, 
while throughout the country local in- 
terest colours the character of the 
work being &ttempted.—Augustus H. 
Ball, M.A., LL.BB., Deputy Minister 
of Education.

@ tariff increase is only made on the 
full responsibility of the parliament, 
the railway rate increase is made by 
a commission responsible only to the 
conscience of its members, Wheths 
this is a satisfactory condition oF not, 
it is a fact that such far reaching ac- 
tion as has now béen taken by the com. 
mission was not contemplated when it 
was established. Its primary purpose 
was the protection of she rights of the 
individual citizen against trespass by 
the powerful railway-corporation. In 
order that this could be.done efficient- 
ly, large powers were granted and now 
these powers are being used for a pur- 
pose entirely different from that for 
which they were granted. 

While the railway commission is 
given wide powers, which in this ins- 
tance have been used to the limit, 
there exists the right of appeal to 
the government against’ the commis- 
sions’ decision. The commission takes 
the initial responsibility off should- 
ers of the government, but the final 
responsibility still remains. 

It is difficult to measure in advance 
the economic result of this stupend- 
ouse increase in costs of transporta- 
tion. With some specific exceptions, 
it hits basic and creative industry hard 
as other forms of economic activity. 
The basic needs of human life, and 
therefore the essential objects of hu- 
man effort are food, colthing, fuel and 
shelter. Transportation charges are 
of necessity a large part of the cost 
of food, fuel and shelter. Any ircrea- 
se in cost of transportation is neces- 
sarily reflected sharply in increased 
cost of these necessaries. Clothing, 
which is oné of the four basic neéds, 
is not so seriously affected by increas- 
‘ed freight rates as are the other three 
The rate on coal, which is the most im- 
portant fuel is increased; but not 40 
per cent: To Edmonton consumers of 
Clover bar coal the increased rate is 
10 cents a-ton. To consumers of Car- 
diff, Wabamun and Pembina coal the 
increasé is 15c- The rate to Saskatch- 
sewan and Manitoba points is increased 
20 cents a ton. The recent increase 
also applies on Pennsylvanian coal 
reaching Winnipeg and points west by 
way of Ft. William. The increase 
therefore does not react against the 
coal export from Alberta mines. The 
Saskatchewan and Manitoba consum- 
er must pay the increased rate wheth- 
er his coal comes from east or west. 

Lumber, brick and all other building 
material except sand and gravel car- 
ry the full increase. The lumber used 
on the prairies comes chiefly from 
British Columbia. The haul is long 
and the tonnage is great in propor- 
tion to value. Therefore the increa- 
sed freight means largely increased 
freight costs on the prairies.

that the value to the producer is fFe- 
duced by the inereased cost of reach- 
ing the export market. 

How far reaching al] these increases 


ion and export will be cannot yet be 
foretold, but it is siife to say that the 
actual revenue to the railways will be 
their least important result. On hea- 
vy articles the increase in rates must 
be added to the price. On the lighter 
articles the consumer will be lucky if 
he gets off with only the actual in- 
crease in freight . 

It is possible that the*increased costs 
of production and* consumption im- 
posed by these rate increases may be 
absorbed by the increase of industry 
and the expansion of production. And 
it may be that thei# imposition will so 
handicap industry and therefore pro- 
duction as to hinder or prevent the ex- 
pansion that the country must have to 
carry its largely increased burdens. 
To the ordinary citizen it would seem 
that it would have been wiser to have 
provided for absolutely necessary in- 
creases in railway revenues by increa- 
sed rates graduated as the railways 
themselves have always graduated 
their rates having repard to the pro- 
portion of weight to value, the length 
of haul, and the part played by each 
commodity or class in the economic 
life of the country. A, flat increase 
of such large amount as 35 and 40 
per cent., is a radical departure from 
all railroad practice, and principles as 
worked out during past years. It can 
not be made without serious disarran- 
gement of all the national ability to 
produce, especjally- r export. The 
treatment of coal isan acceptance of 
the principle that heavy essentials of 
low bulk value sohuld have greater 
consideration than articles of lighter 
tonnage and greater value, The treat- 
ment of coal is the exception, where it 
should have been the rule, A pound 
of tea pays the same increased freight. 
rate as a pound of wheat. The tea is 
worth 50 cents and the wheat three or 
four. The increased freight rate there- 
fore bears vastly more heavily on the 
producer of wheat than on the con- 
sumer of tea, And we need wheat 
production more than we do tea con- 
sumption. 

The increase in passenger rates and 
in the rates for special accommodation 
are sound in principle—especially the 
latter if there must be increases. But 
it does seem that a 40 per cent. 
freight increase on wheat and a 20 
per cent. increase in passenger rates 
is not a wise adjustment, having -_re- 
gard to the need of increased produc- 
tion. 

Over eal above all question of ad- 

justment of rates is the essential fact 
that an increase of rates was necessary 
if the railways of Canada were to car- 
ry on as business enterprises. The 
foundation reason for the increase was 
the recent demand of the organized 
railway men for further wage increas- 
es. These demands were based osten- 
sibly on the increased cost of living. 
Assuming that the cost of living had 
substantially increased since the for- 
mer wage and rate increase were giv- 
en, they demanded that they should 
not be compeled to bear any part of 
that increased cost. Obviously every 
increases in the cost of living is » 
burden on all productive effort. 
Where one section of the community 
engaged in essential productive work 
demands that the members of that 
section shall be relieved from their 
share of the general burden of in- 
creased cost by increased wages, if 
they are in a position to enforce their 
demand, the burden is laid all the more 
heavily on the rest of the commun- 
ity. The railroad rate situation is a 
demonstration of the truth of this 
statement. The demands of the rail- 
road men were based on theoretical 
justice. Every other man had the 
same right to the same justice. But 
other men were not in a position to 
enforce their theoretic rights as the 
railway men were. The railway men 
get their demands and the rest of the 
people carry the burden of the disar- 
rangement of conditions, the result of 
higher railway rates, the end of which 
no one can foresee. It is plain that if 
every one insisted on his earnings be- 
ing increased in proportion to the in- 
creased cost of living the cost of liv 
ing would be increased the same de- 
gree and no one would be any better 
off. 

While the increase of railway rates 
must be charged in the first place to 
the increase in reilway men’s wages; 
it may fairly be assumed that had al! 
the railways of the country beep in 
private hands e lesser increase of rat-

Taxation From All Its Angles Is 
Discussed 


Kingston, Ont.—At a get togetli- 
er banquet here this evening by W. 
R. Givens, managing director of the 
Standard, the chief guests were Prem- 
ier Meighen and Sir Henry Drayton, 
and at the the Frontenac Club over 
one hundred guests of all shades of po- 
litical opinion gathered to listen to the 


Premier Meighen devoted most of his 
time to discussing taxation from all 
its angles, speaking of the mothods 
that had been adopted during the war, 
and comparing the course taken by 
the Dominion with what had been done 


ii Cost of basie articles of consumpt-|by Great Britain and other countries, 


Dealing with the income taxation, he 
pointed out that while many believed 
that not enough had been done in that 
way there were many things to con- 
sider by those who would go further. 
He dwelt on the position of Canada 
being so close to the United States 
which, with its commanding position, 
could offer better inducement to the 
investor. No investor would be ut- 
tracted to a country where there was 
danger of being heavily taxed, when 
another country close by could offer 
better inducements. It behooved Can- 
ada to be careful in dealing with in- 
come tax increases. 

Speaking of the position of the far- 
mers of Canada, he pointed out that 
the taxes on implements today were 
about the same as had been in force 
twenty years ago. There has always 
been a tendency for all taxes to de- 
crease as time went on, for the reas- 
on that people began to import lines 
of goods which were free or which car 
ried lower rates of duty. The situation 
as it affected the farmers was as good 
as it had been under past government. 

Speaking of the policy of govern- 
ment regarding changes in taxation., 
he said that it was the intention of 
the cabinet to get from the people 
the best means of making changes, if 
change were necessary, and for this 
purpose a commission was to visit 
the country and seek the advice of the 
people. He urged that all business 
men give the best advice possible to 
that commission to the end that what- 
ever conclusions were reached, they 
would be for the best interests of Ca- 
nada. It was easy to talk about the 
high cost of living and of tHe steps 
which would be taken to-reduce it 
said the premier, but can anyone say 
that re@uction of the duties on neces- 
saries of life would do it? What were 
necessaries of life—could one tax one 
thing and not another? 

Those who weighed that and who 
advocated the reduction of duties on 
some things and not on others would 
find that if the duties were taken off 
some things they would have to be ta- 
ken off all. Not one thing could stand 
alone. If the necessaries of life were 
untaxed what was left t6 provide the, 
necessary revenue. From the stand- 
point of the commercial integrity of 
the country, it cannot be done, said Mr. 
Meighen. 

Speaking of the reduction of rur- 
al population of Canada, the premier 
claimed that the figures showed that 
even while there had been a slight de- | 
crease, the situation was not nearly 
so grave as in other countries and 
that there was no need for alarm.

of such securities. 

The minister is of the aninion that 
it is impossible for Canada to absorb 
this portion of its foreign debt or for- 
eign securities at the present juncture 
without embarrasing the general] fin- 
cial conditions.. Every available dol- 
lar now in Canada is required for the 
business of the country, and particul- 
arly to finance the crop movement, and 
if the money is withdrawn in the way 
referred to, the withdrawal will ser- 
iously affect and restrict the commer- 
cial activities of the country.”

sworn. servants of the State honorably bound to conduct the King’s busi- 
ness no matter what might happen. 

Now, however, the postal workers have by their own action \icclared 
that they will not cotintchahce actions which bring inconvenience and suf- 
fering to all people who are quite guiltless of having-inflicted any in- 
justice upon the workers and who are,' as individuals, helpless to right 
wrongs and remove grievances which may exist. At the same time, and 
properly so, the Postal Workers’ Association emphasized their detemina- 
tion to: employ all legitimate and legal means at their disposal to uphold 
the dignity of their organization and secure betterments in wages, hours 
of service, and working conditions gené¢rally. 

Thig-action on the part of one impoftant group of organized workers 
sounds the deathknell of the One Big Union plan of organization in this 
Dominion. The carrying oitt of the sinister plans of the O..B, U. is only 
possible, ag its very name implies, by the banding together of workers in 
all walks of life in one big, overpowering organization which, by reason of 
its strength, and acting under order from one central head, could defy all 
law, Governments and society in géneral. Unless all organized workers 
Woin the O, B. U. it cannot succeed. Should it succeed the workers them- 
selves would, in the long run, be the greatest sufferers. . 

The right of all workers to organize for their self-protection, and in 
order to enable them to bargain efficiently with employers as to wages, 
nours of labor, and the conditions under which they are called upon to 
work, is now universally recognized. It is offcially accepted in the 
Jabor clouses of the League of Nations covenant. But such recognition 
does not cdrry with it acceptance of the doctffne that a whole nation 
can be “held up” and®denied the modern necessitics of community exist- 
ence unless any and every demand made is immediately and fully granted. 

The sttike weapon is an obsolete instrument for the redress of griev- 
ances. It is a two-edged sword, and inflicts as much, if nos more, injury 
upon those who use it as upon those against whom it is directed. Methods 
of conciliation, negotiations looking to a compromise fair to all parties, the 
establishment of ccurts of arbitracion, are not only a fairer but a much 
less costly, way of arriving at a settlement of industrial disputes, just as 
they have bcen recognized in the League of Nations’as the proper and 
Christian way of dealing with international differences. 

Migftt does not constitute right. It never did; it never will, and they 
who resort to force are always liable to find themselves~ overcome by 
force. The strength of organized labor lies in the symipathy and support 
of the people generally, and when Labor resorts to any action which alicn- 
ates public sympathy and support it ruins its own cause. The individual 
is no. longer allowed to take the law into his own hands to adjust per- 
sonal grievances against another individual. If he does, he finds himself 
in the clutches of that law which was created for his protection and which 
he ignored and failed to appeal to for redress. What the individual can- 
not do, organized bodies of individuals cannot be allowed to do. 

In this age there should be established properly constituted courts for 
the adjustment of all industrial disputes, in whom all pActics can have con- 
fidence, just as other courts have beef established for the protection of 
individual and property rights of all kinds. It is a hopeful sign that or- 
ganized workers, as represented by the Amalgamated Postal Workcrs’ As- 
sociation and certain other labor unions, are coming to recognize this fact. 
They will find the people supporting them, and their influence will be all 
the greater in future.

Eliminating the Poor Cow 


Cow Testing the Only Sure Method 
To Obtain Increased Production. 
The object of cow testing is to give 

the dairyman accurate knowledge as 

to the preduction of milk and fat of 
each cow in the herd. It is readily 
admitted that the average cow does 
not produce as-much milk as she is 
capable of giving, and many dairymen 
keep one or more cows that do not 
even pay for their keep. Cow test- 
ing shows which cows are worth 
keeping in the herd and gives evid- 
ence against those that should be eli- 
minated from the herd. “The. pro- 

gress of cow testing,” bulletin 58, 

Dairy and Cold Storage Series by A. 

H. White, B.S.A., shows that many 

farmers rely on guess work to pick 

out their best cows from which to 
save heifer calves for the future 
herds. Frequently, these guesses are 
not correct, cows which have good 
conformation are not always the best 
producers in the herd. Dairy -Rec- 
ords will do away with guess work, 
and the farmer can safely select his 
best cows for breeding purposes.

Millions in Paper Money Destroyed 
By the Banks. . 

The report that an ‘Amertcan wom- 

an had been fatally poisoned as the 

result of carrying~-bills in her stock- 


ing led to inquiries being ‘made of the 
Canadian Bank of Commerce. regard- 
ing the disposition of soiled «bank 
paper, by Anne Merrill, who writes 
interestingly’ in the Mail and Empire 
regarding the procedure of cremating 
money. That thé fatality resulted 
from infection from, bank notes is re- 
garded as very doubtful—it was prob- 
ably a coincidence; 50 years’ experi- 
ence in €anadian banking has not re- 
corded a case of the kind, 

The effort of.the banks is to take 
worn and soiled bills out of circula- 
tion whenever the opportunity preé- 
sents. What this means is indicated 
by the fact that the mutialted notes 
of the Bank of Commerce burnt by 
the directors during the seven months 
ending June, 1920, represented a face 
value of $15,315,000, the actual num- 
ber of notes destroyed being 1,836,000. 
The cremation ceremonies were 24 in 
number, and were held on the bank 
premises, where the furnace used is 
installed in the basement. The cost 
of the paper alone would be about 
$40,000, indicating one item of ex- 
pense in banking which the public 
would seldom consider.

About Sixty-five Millien Bushels. of 
Seed Grain/Required Each 
Year. 


What good seed means to Canada 
was very clearly shown by a few fig- 
ures ‘submitted by Mr. L. H. New- 
man, Secretary, of the Canadian Seed 
Growers’ Association, at the confer- 
ence on Soil Fertility and Soil Fibre, 
held at Winnipeg by the Commission 
of Conservation. 

Each spring Canada requires ap- 
proximately 65,000,000. bughels of 
seed grain and 9,000,000 bushels of 
seed potatoes, or about 8 pér cent of 
her annual average production. 

About .41,000,000 acres are annually 
planted to these crops in Canada. 
An increase of but one bushel per 
acre of this area would add approxi- 
mately $80,000,000 to the wealth of 
the country.” One of the ~chief 
methods of. increasing production is 
by the more general use of seed of 
better breeding and of varieties better 
suited to the districts where sown.

Telephone Service Would Have 
Saved Jas. Easton’s Life. 

The service of -a telephone would 
have saved the life of James Easton, 
the man who was suffocated in a well 
near Tofield on Monday last declares 
Constable Harrison of Tofield who con- 
ducted an investigation into the death 
of Easton. While Easton was at_the 
bottom of a 45 ft. shaft, slowly dying 
as a result of the poisonous gas fumes 
his comrade had to run for miles to 
seek the nécessary ‘assistance. 
coupled with the case is the fact that 
John Druese on whose farm Easton 
was drilling, expected the installation 
of a phone this week. 

In a report of the fatality received 
from Const. Harrison by police head- 
quarters ‘here, Harrison say he found 
a man by the name of of Maginnity 
being lowered down the well. He had 
a wet handkerchief tied around’ his 
face. Maginnity in his efforts to 
bring Easton to the-surface, stayed 
down in the well five minutes. He 
came up declaring that Easton was 
dead, and that he too had been aver- 
come-by the gas fumes. 

Another man on the scene named 
Blake went down and succeeded in ty- 
ing a rope round Easton’s body. It 
yas raised to the surface and despite 
an-hours work of artificial respiration 
Easton did not recover and was later 
pronounced dead by Dr. Bain. As- 
sistance therefore had arrived too 
late. 

Cc. F. Glenn, who worked with the 
deceased told the police they had sunk 
the hole about forty five feet whe 
they struck a rock which hecessitat 
the use of dynamite. The rock was 
blasted on Sunday night and further 
work was delayed until Monday mor- 
ning when Easton went down into the 
well with a pail to bale out the water. 

Easton had sent up about four or 
five pails when he shouted to the sur- 
face that he was hurt. A cable with 
a seat attached was immediately low- 
ered, but apparently Easton was 80 ex- 
hausted that he could not get on the 
seat. The deceased who was a res- 
ident of the Tofield neighborhood was 
a Scotchman about 87 years of age, 
and had been in this country about 14 
years. He leaves a wife and five young
